Plant size, number of people to bi 
trained, and the extent of the training re 
quired determine the needs of a training 
lepartment. Too often training is no one 
man's job, so nobody does it. Whether it 
should be a full-time or part-time jol 
often depends upon management's rating 
of its importance. But someone must be 
made responsible for engineering and 
promoting the plan. It is an overhead ex 
pense, but no overhead cost ever returned 
greater dividends 

What can a training department do for 
the business’?

Choosing and training employees, a 
cooperative effort by all concerned, can 
be a paying proposition, but its dividends 
are often intangible.

But if we consider 
that a well chosen, properly trained em 
ployee is an asset, and that he will pro 
duce more and better work all through 
his working years, then we begin to eval

What guarantee have you that some 
other company won't take from you the 
people you have trained? Elmer G. Voigt,

We know we're going to lose some. If 


we lose half of those we train it will still 
be a paying proposition. Besides, we owe

Actually, we lose only a small percent 
age of the people we train.

It took some time to accomplish this 
because of the thickness of the booklets 
To prevent the finished product from 
jamming, the delivery end of the machine 
was modified considerably. Also, Micro 
switches were installed to prevent damage 
when a misfeed occurred. Rubber plates 
are made for imprinting and positioned 
on brass to allow snapping on and off 
Two people work at the machine. One 
handles the changing of plates and stack 
ing of finished books. The helper handles 
the counter change (most runs are short), 
loads the feeder and takes booklets from

The rearrangement has promoted or 
derliness in the department and saves con

They 
provide a flow of communication and in 
spiration that might otherwise be lacking 
if an individual worked on a project alone

Two gauges are used because the resist 
ance of the devices changes with tempera 
ture as well as strain. By using two in a 
circuit as shown in Figure 2, any effect of 
temperature on the gauge wire is canceled 
and does not affect the true stress-strain 
measurement 

Ihe remaining two arms of the Wheat 
stone bridge consist of variable resistances 
having about the same resistance as the 
Strain gauges Betore taking any measure 
ment, the Wheatstone bridge is balanced 
or zeroed. This is done by putting six 
volts from two dry cells across the oppo 
Site junctions of the two resistances and 
the two strain gauges. The variable re 
sistances R| and R2 are then adjusted 
until the output voltage E is zero. Under 
these conditions, any variable strain pro 
duced in strain gauge A will unbalance 
the circuit and cause a corresponding out 
put of voltage across E 

This voltage is quite low and to be of 
any use, it must be amplified. The next 
unit in the s¢ tup 1S, therefore, an inverter 
amplifier with maximum gain of 30,000 

The amplified voltage is then put 
through an oscilloscope. This instrument 
gives us a visible picture of the electrical 
signal. Forces, in terms of voltages, ay 
pear as up and down lines or curves. The 
horizontal distance covered by the curves 
on the oscilloscope screen represents time 
One millivolt of input from the Wheat 
stone bridge is amplified to produce a ver 
tical deflection of about five cm on the 
screen 

Since the trace across the screen is pres 
ent for only a fraction of a second, the 
oscilloscope is equipped with a Polaroid 
camera. The curves are then photo 
graphed for later detailed study 

Figure 3 is a schematic of the equi

When the blanket F on the hammer ts 
inked, the block is rotated to the position 
shown in the diagram.

The vertical distance 
1B represents the force exerted by the un 
balanced flywheel acting through the com 
pressed spring behind the pick tester we 
are using, giving a pressure of about 110 
pounds per square inch on the anvil

Curve 5C shows the trace obtained 
when tack tested ink No is used. This 
is a much tackier ink. Notice the increase 
in the tension force required to split it 
The maximum force involved here was 
about 40 pounds per square inch 

Curve 5D shows how the oscilloscope 
can be adjusted so that the portion of the 
curve below the line (the negative por 
tion) is the only one shown and is ampli 
hed for closer inspection

a film of conventional offset ink is split. 
Curve 6B is that from the splitting of a 
quick-set type of ink of the same thick 
ness. Notice how much alike these two 
curves are. In the next tests, a piece of 
coated paper was attached to the anvil and 
traces made with the same two inks. These 
are shown in Curves 6C and 6D 

These two traces demonstrate a num 
ber of interesting facts. First of all, the 
force required to split an ink film when 
it is printed on paper is almost twice as 
great as from smooth metal. Second, the 
force required to split the quick-set ink 
film in contact with paper is almost 25 
per cent greater than that required by 
conventional ink. The actual difference 
was about 10 pounds per square inch 
more 

This would be expected. Quick-set ink 
contains a solvent that the paper absorbs 
much more quickly than the linseed oil 
in ordinary ink. The great difference in 
force required to split the ink film de 
velops in only about one-thousandth of a 


second

Figure 7A shows the type of trace pro 
duced in normal printing on pick resist 
ant paper, Curve 7B shows the trace when 
the body stock of the paper split. When 
the pick tester hammer rebounds from 
the anvil, the anvil vibrates and produces 
the vibration curve shown on the extreme 
right end of Curve 7A. If the paper 
should split, part of the paper follows 
the blanket covered hammer. The vibra 
tion of the anvil does not occur until later 
This is why you do not see the vibration 
curves in Curve 7B 

Studies of ink transfer during printing 
at LTP are really juste beginning. Many 
variables that lithographers have to face 
every day can be studied, such as different 
types of blankets, inks, paper, paperboard, 
or metal being printed, and the effects of 
temperature, blanket pressure, contact 
time, and ink film thickness. With a sys 
tematic study, we hope to begin to under 
stand, in a quantitative way, what hap 
pens on the offset press 

The research techniques described here 
can eventually help to solve a number of 
practical problems. For example, direct 
measurement of the ink absorptive char 
acteristics Of papers and paper coatings 
can tell us how a sheet will varnish or 
what type of ink will work best with a 
certain paper. Papermakers can use these 
methods to evaluate paper coatings and 
surface treatments to produce still better 
products 

In ink research, a study of the force 
time curves can lead to new information 
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about ink vehicles, ink tack, length, thix 
otropy, and other rheological properties 
which could lead to still better litho inks 

The main problems at this time are 
concerned with the transfer of ink from 
rubber to paper. The method itself, how- 
ever, is quite versatile. It can, for instance, 
be used to study ink transfer (1) between 
different rollers of different composition, 
(2) from rollers to plates made with dif 
ferent materials, (4) from blankets made 


of different materials, and (4) from rub- 
ber blankets to surfaces such as metal foil, 
plastics, etc. The effect of changes in 
pressure and speed on the behavior of ink 
on the press can also be studied. All these 
factors are as important to metal deco- 
rating as they are to printing on paper 

Practical information of this sort is of 
bread and butter value to lithographers 
who have to combine ink and paper or 
metal in the most efficient manner 


Offset and Letterpress Together Offer 
Best Customer Service, Illinoisan Finds 


Should the letterpress printer install an 
offset department because offset is more 
profitable? Because all the smart printers 
are going into offset? Because offset is 
faster and cheaper? Or should he shy away 
from offset and stick to what he knows? 

Fifty-six printing company executives 
and advertising men met in Peoria and 
discussed these and other questions at a 
mid-Illinois regional meeting sponsored 
by the Graphic Arts Association of Illi 
nois. Discussion leaders were Don Som 
mer, then technical director of Printing 
Industry of America; Carl White, vicc 
president of Inland Press, Chicago; and 
George F. McKiernan, Jr., vice-president, 
George FF. McKiernan Co., Chicago 

In his introductory remarks, Sommer 
quoted figures showing that since 1947, 
commercial printing by letterpress has 
shown a 47 per cent increase; in the same 
period, commercial offset printing has 
gone up 100 per cent. The fact that both 
are rising, he pointed out, shows a healthy 
future for both processes. The faster 
growth of offset lithography was partly 
caused by the fact that it is a newer pro 
cess, just getting itself fully established 

Profits are made,’ Sommer said, “in 
those plants where management knows 
its costs of doing business, and makes 
intelligent plans accordingly. Profits are 
not a function of the process, nor the 
specialty, nor the size of the plant.” 


Sommer warned printers against look- 
ing for a “pat answer” to all problems 

McKiernan drew upon his experience 
as an executive of a printing firm which 
has done a complete about-face in just 
eight years—from 85 per cent letterpress 
in 1948, to 85 per cent offset today. 

We found the offset process offered 
us the best avenue to more complete cus 
tomer service, and control over the cost 
and quality of every ingredient tn the 
finished job.” 

McKiernan cited losses in billings for 
letterpress printers because of the trend 
for customers to purchase their own en 
gravings, electrotypes, paper, and other 
supplies. This trend also, he stated, puts 
the printer at the mercy of suppliers he 
has no voice in choosing, both for qual 
ity of the finished job, and for schedules 

We are able to offer our customers a 
more complete and better-integrated serv 
ice, while maintaining all of the business 
right in our own plant. The buyer gets 
complete and accurate proofs, and definite 
savings in time 

I'm sure offset printing is not the com- 
plete answer for everyone, but for us it 
has been the answer. We are doing far 
greater dollar volume with a smaller work 
force, and making a much better return on 
our investment,” McKiernan concluded. 

White offered some ideas which damp 
ened the picture somewhat. While ad

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mitting that offset has a definite place in 
the commercial printing industry, and 
citing the considerable volume of offset 
done by his own company, he warned 
printers that adding an offset department 
involves some fairly substantial problems 

“There are some very real practical 
problems problems of learning new 
equipment, personnel, unions, training 

production problems, chemical prob 
lems, paper problems, ink problems 
all far different and vastly more complex 
than found in the letterpress process.” 

Neither system of putting ink on paper 
should be thought dead, dying, or obso 
lete, White said. But he voiced a fear that 
some printers are getting into offset, 

simply because Joe-down-the-street is in 

offset, and you have a feeling that Joe is a 
pretty smart guy, and must know what 
he’s doing.’ 

Letterpress printing is simpler, White 
pointed out. “It is direct, it is mechanical,

The plate will normally take some 
time to dry, although this can also be 
speeded up by using artificial drying, such 
as an infrared lamp. We have been able 
to run plates with good results with only 
10 minutes of artificial drying 

A good impression is required on the 
master. Before printing the master plate, 
it is a good idea to pull a proof on ordi 
nary paper to check the form,” Mr. Carr 
concluded.

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How Is That Time Spent? 


Q.—As soon as orders fall off, my em 
ployer gets jittery and asks for details of 
how I spend my time. I don't sce that there 
can be any real standard or that this is the 
issue. It's a fact that I spend as much time 
with prospects when orders fall off, per 
haps more, than when the orders are roll 
ing in. But my employer insists that de 
tails of time spent are germane. Is he 


sound in his stand? 


A.—Everything depends on exactly 
what your employer is after in his query 
Actually it is not the time spent; it is how 
it is spent that counts. You say you spend 
more time in the field when orders art 
down than when they are up. That may be 
your trouble. You merely may coast along 
in the latter instances and try to do too 
much in the former. This may be what 
your boss is trying to pin down 

Many printing plants have worked out 
fairly precise call-schedules for their sales 
men. For example, time is divided into 
time spent preparing for the order, time 
to reach the place for the order, time for 
making the sales talk, etc. This may ay 
pear too rigid in some eyes, but at least 
it charts guidance so that salesmen as well 
as sales managers may judge for them 
selves how well they are doing within 
estimated time and hence, cost schedules 
Why does this matter? If a salesman is 
spending too much time planning for of 
ders, he is doing so at the expense of oj 
portunities to secure orders. Again, if he 
spends little or no time planning his sales 
he may be choking these sales off before 
they sprout 

The point is, bear with your employer 
Cooperate. Give him the facts. He is on 
the track of something that will benefit 
you as well as himself and his motive as 


well as his anxiety should be understood

Angles on Book Make-up 

Don Bosco TECHNICAL SCHOOL OF PETER- 
SON, New Jersey.—Of three different types— 
folders, booklets, and cards; school maga- 
zine, The Salesian Bulletin; and your first 
hard-bound book—the work of your school 
shop is very good. Style-wise and typograph- 
ically, the work falls short of the finest the 
best commercial plants turn out, but is better 
than average. What's more it has improved 
during the past year. Typography and make- 
up of the Bulletin are excellent, about as 
lively and interest-inviting as two-column 
6- by 9-inch pages can be. Distinctive article 
and department headings, graphic with the 
accents contrasting type styles can provide 
and sparked in some cases by thumbnail 
sketches, are fine. These, with changes of 
measures for some pages, function to cir- 
cumvent monotony. Your standard cover is 
of an excellent type, possibly the best for a 
magazine on which cost must be kept low. 
A reverse color band two inches deep in red 

with title showing white (paper) and sub- 
title overprinting in black—extends across 
the top. Below this band, which bleeds off 
on top and sides, there’s regularly a suitable 
halftone illustration in black which bleeds 
off on sides and bottom. It is rare, to repeat, 
to find simplicity, display power, interest 
qualities, and economy so effectively com- 
bined in one cover format. You are off to a 
good start doing hard-bound books. You 
have selected exceptionally readable body 
type styles, which is basic. Our preference 
is for the rounder style of “The Salesian 
Society.” The type used for “A Commen- 
tary” and “The Life of Saint Dominic Savio” 
is fair enough, but harder, less esthetic. 
Chapter headings have added interest in the 
way they spotted—with more white 
space around them than is the rule. Because 
of this as well as of good margins, the pages 
look invitingly airy. We don’t like to see the 
first line of a paragraph the last on a page, 
suggesting, figuratively, a corner broken off. 


are 


A printer though, isn’t an author and can't 
edit copy to fit an ideal. If the number of 
lines to the page is insufficient, they may be 
paper-spaced to eliminate the problem with- 
out the fact of there being one less line on 
some pages than others being at once notice- 
able. That, unfortunately, takes time, costs 
money. You wouldn't, we're sure, allow the 
final short line of a paragraph at top of a 
page. How do you handle that situation? 
Lines in the Saint Savio book are, possibly, 
spaced wider than desirable and your critic 
admits of liking his lines far apart. Widely 
spaced lines are a “treat for sore eyes.” The 
page is larger than those of the other books, 
but the margins aren't, so we suggest the 
measure be shorter and that there be a point 


less of space between lines. This would 
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amount to correction of two faults, if minor, 
within roundly the same number of pages. 
Without designs on the front of the books, 
the need for jackets to make a showing in 
book shops is apparent, and you met the 
challenge admirably. On two of the jackets, 
on which copy is lettered in a style simu- 
lating calligraphy, which it isn’t, you make 
effective use of geometric forms in colors as 
backgrounds for lettering in black. The jack- 
et for “The Salesian Society,” our favorite 
book, being “warmer” is particularly attrac- 
tive and is better reproduced. You have, to 
conclude, done well with the school annual. 
Layout is very good, modern; about all we 
can suggest is the use of more stylish types 
and that you could improve the presswork, 


Great—And Entirely New, Too 

PRESS OF THE GOOD MOUNTAIN, Roches- 
ter, New York.—'The Printer Speaks” is 
the finest and greatest, and at the same time 
most inspiring, printed thing having to do 
with typography brought forth in many, 
many years. With its heavy board backs 
covered with a fine grade of handmade qual- 
ity paper of a hue like terra cotta, and with 
gray cloth over the hinge and for more than 
two inches front and back, it is, closed, in 
every sense a book for the library shelf. 
Opened, one finds that instead of being 
sewed, the 9- by 12-inch leaves are spiral 
bound, that so each leaf, printed only on 
front side, could be printed on a different 
paper. The conventional title page is both 
impressive and lovely as set in comparative- 
ly large sizes of the great Centaur type of 
Bruce .Rogers. Centaur is a type able to 
stand alone, without layout one would be 
conscious of, as such, and without decora- 
tion commanding attention to itself. Subtitle 
of this charming—and, let us repeat, equally 
impressive—page reads “A selection of type 
set by various hands in the Hand Composi- 
tion Laboratory of the Rochester Institute 
of Technology,” which means, we believe, 
by students under the direction of Alexan- 
der Lawson. Once we were wont to decry 
the fact that American craft schools lagged 
behind those of England in the quality of 
projects. With this book before us and, in- 
deed, some earlier items fresh in mind, we 
withdraw the charge, happily. One of the 
qualities attributed to the book at the start 
of this item was that it is inspiring. Aside 
from title page and one listing participating 
students, content throughout is made up of 
Sage comments—-usually two to a page—on 
this and that about printing by the truly 
great of the craft from almost its inception 
up to now, men like DeVinne, William 
Morris, and Bruce Rogers. A sample of the 
type of copy is the quotation from Samuel 
Johnson “The chief glory of every people 
arises from those who put ideas into en- 
during type.” The book has decided prac- 
tical value, too. Types employed for in- 
dividual quotations as often as possible 
reflect the mood of the copy, their arrange- 
ment in design, their own qualities or char- 
acteristics. The quote in Eusebius type simu- 
lates a page from a Jenson book, that in 
Forum an inscription on a monument, and 
that in Brush something dashed off in a few 
seconds by hand with pen or brush. In- 
cidentally, and fortunately, the styles used 
are named in small type at bottom 
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Booklet cover (left, above) adds up to a very good job of layout and typography. Display is well graded, layout 
along vertical axis is both interesting and effective. Reset on right provides two improvements, simply accom 
plished. Emphasis of the sub-head in related Garamond Bold is harmonious where unrelated square serif type on 
original strikes a discordant note. Heavy, yes, overpowering, emblem of original is toned down by color in reset,

National Division has been concerned 
with the possibilities in gravure printing 
for 11 years. In 1945 it installed a single 
color, sheet-ted, Harris-Seybold gravure 
press, for further experimentation and to 
work toward a single in-line continuous 
operation with printing, cutting, creasing, 
and stripping—which at that time wert 
done by separate units 

Two years later a contract was signed 
for the Sperry Corp. to design and build 
an in-line rotogravure installation. The 
Sperry installation was completed in 
1951. National officials decided that roto 
gravure was an ideal process for long-run, 
high quality printing and thus held out 
great potentials, both for folding box 
manutacturers and large packagers 

However, the press had one drawback 
Because it used a permanent rotary die, it 
was a single-purpose press, limited to the 
production of long runs of the standard 
size box for which it was designed.

Elevator Releasing Wire Faulty 
Q.—When the tripping wire on the 
assembling elevator fails to act in ordet 
that a line of mats may transfer into first 
clevator jaws, what are the adjustments to 


remedy this faulty condition? 


A There is an upright releasing wire 
called the delivery slide releasing wire. It 
is mounted in a brass bushing which in 
turn 1s seated info a round Opening in the 
right rear of the assembling elevator. To 
be exact it is in the back plate at the right 
end of the back rail 

This releasing wire re lease $a delivery 
pawl which allows the delivery slide to

Q.—Will you explain the

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types used on Models 8 and 14 were bent 
to permit the space between the chute 
spring and assembler rails to equal the 
thickness of the cap “W.” 

On this style the full width of the chute 
spring at its lower edge would just touch 
the body of the mat enough to guide it 
into the assembling elevator. Otherwise 
the mat may overshoot the assembling 
elevator or be thrown in flat on top of 
the line by the starwheel 

On later models of the chute spring, 
the full width of the spring would func- 
tion the same as the earlier spring but it 
was adjusted by an assembler chute finger 
screw. The screw was beveled to the in 
side, thus acting cither as a lifting or low- 
ering tool for the chute spring 

The finger adjuster was positioned on 
a finger adjuster stud which was mounted 
on the lower point of the assembler en 
trance plate. It remains stationary while 
the finger adjuster moves in or out on the 
stud. This forward and backward action is 
the movement whereby the adjuster finger 
is allowed to raise or lower the flat chute 
spring 

The latest type of chute spring is the 
one which has only rear and front fingers 
that guide the mat. The fingers are spread 
enough to clear the body of the mat as it 
passes between them. It is strictly a finger 
type of chute spring. The spring tension 
of this newest finger is very light and 
needs little adjusting. The fingers of this 
spring are set just high enough to clear 
the thickest lugs 

Che latest type of chute fingers may be 
installed on any outstanding machine ir 
respective of model or age by tapping new 
positions for the studs which have 
threaded points with a shouldered work 
ing surface for the chute fingers 


Modernizing Mohr Saws 
Q.—Is it possible to equip old, cable 
driven Mohr saws with the motor drive 


used today? 


A.—-It is possible to substitute a motor 
drive unit for the transmission drive used 
on earlier Mohr saws. However, I don't 
recommend doing so unless the saw is 
thoroughly overhauled and modernized 
at the same time 

The average age of these cable-driven 
saws is about 27 years. Naturally, a saw 
of this age has seen a lot of use. The 
chances are that it is getting pretty well 
worn. Therefore, for the best results, the 
saw should be given a good going-over 
if a motor drive is added. Otherwise, the 
investment in the motor drive will be off 
set by improper performance of other 
parts of the machine 

I'm writing primarily about the mod 
ernization of Model C Mohr saws (those 
with serial numbers between 1000 and 
2699). Saws carrying lower serial num 
bers also were cable-driven, but few of 
those are still in use

*% A good rule to follow when working 
on spaces and pages decidedly out of regu- 
lar proportion (of which you will learn 
later) is to have the long dimension of 
the type parallel the long dimension of 
the page or space.

onstrates, while it proves the association 
of type and space is right in Figures 75 
and 77 (Aug. IP) as it appears to be 

In architecture, in which several of the 
laws governing type display also apply, 
of which shape harmony is one, it is quite 
necessary that tall, narrow buildings con 
tain a preponderance of vertical lines. 
This rule applies with equal force in de- 
signing forms for narrow pages. Figures 
8 and 
ments which add strength to the points 


9 provide interesting experi 
concerning parallel lines in type display 
and vertical lines in tall, narrow buildings 

It is evident that the lines of the deco 
rative rule arrangement in Figure 78 are 


horizontal, whereas the longer dimension 
of the page is perpendicular. One will at 
once sense an inconsistency in this ex- 
ample. Note the improvement in Figure 
79, in which the lines of the rule arrange- 
ment are vertical and parallel with the 
longer dimension of the page—a sugges- 
tion in miniature of the pleasing appear- 
ance which results from a preponderance 
of vertical lines in a tall, narrow building. 

In this connection let us now study the 
panels which enclose the lines of type in 
Figures 78 and 79 independently of the 
quite ornate background arrangements, 
assuming for a moment that these panels 
alone constitute the designs. It is evident 
that the compositor who would set such a 
panel as the one in Figure 78 on a page 
of that shape would not be giving much 
thought to harmony of shapes. With 
proper consideration given harmony of 
shapes, an oblong design such as this 
would not have been set across a narrow 
page, another oblong shape running in 
the opposite direction. The panel in Fig- 
ure 79 is much more pleasing for the very 
simple reason that its shape is in har- 
mony with the proportions of the page as 
a whole. 

Shape harmony, however, demands 
more than a complete agreement between 
the shape of types that are used together, 
between the shape of type and that of the 
page, and between the design as a whole 
and the page. The groups of type making 
up the design as a whole and the page 
must also agree. 

Now, and to show that the rule estab- 
lished above “works both ways,” let's vis 
ualize an oblong page or advertisement 
We have particularly in mind the cover of 
a resort brochure, width of which is very 
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definitely greater than depth. Within the 
three groups—respectively, 


a halftone picture of

8 where relationship is reversed 

Decorative elements in typographic de 
sign, and especially borders most com 
monly used, show to best advantage and 
do their part in forming a harmonious 
whole when their form is in harmony with 
the general shape of the type faces used 
in combination. This would imply, for 
example, and as a general rule, the asso 
ciation of curves with curvilinear figures 
only, and of straight lines with rectangu 
lar figures. 

The principle of shape harmony is vio 
lated to a very great extent in the associa 
tion of type faces and borders, and for 
that reason a few words of general advice 
on combinations of types and borders are 
now in order 

Figures 80 and 81 illustrate more 
plainly than words that curve and rec 
tangle do not harmonize and that their 
use together, in borders and types at least, 
is displeasing. Even those who “scout” the 
idea that art principles may be applied to 


typography, but who are blessed with a 
measure of good taste, would see the fault 
in these two figures and no doubt say, 
The borders and types do not go well 
with each other 

The curvilinear border, so plainly un 
suited to the block style of letter in which 
Figure 80 is set, fits in well with the italic 
type of Figure 82, which possesses simi 
lar shape characteristics 

Inversely, the rule border with geo 
metric square corner pieces, so plainly 


unsuited to the italic type in Figure 81,

Invents Method for Wiring 
Slug Composition Together 


E. W. Benson of Benson Printing Co., 
Nashville, Tenn., has developed a meth 
od for holding slug composition together 
with wire instead of string 

The method as developed guarantees 
against pieing, transposition and drop-out 
lines, Mr. Benson reported. It is particu 
larly useful on small standing forms (im 
prints) which are repetitive. It makes it 
easier to handle the slugs and put them in 
place as a unit. This is especially true 
where changes are made on the bed of the 
press 


The method consists of boring one 


if 
more (usually two) holes approximately 
3/16-inch in diameter laterally through 
the slugs after the form is O.K. for print 
ing. (A drill press has been modified to 
handle this operation in the Benson 
plant.) After the holes are drilled, a sin 
gle strand of wire is inserted in each hole 
and each end of the wire is bent to pre 
vent the wire from slipping out. The slugs 
are held together loosely in their relative 
ly correct position, Where a form is to be 
handled many times, it is better to use a 
double strand which gives a cotter key 
effect 

The disadvantage to this method is that 
it takes more time to bore and wire than 
it does to tic with string. However, once 
the operation is complete, it has several 
distinct advantages 

First, the wire is left in place while the 
type matter is being printed, and this 
climinates tying and untying 

Wire is not affected by 


type wash while it is left in the form 


solvents and 


It is virtually impossible for any of the 
type matter to drop out or become trans 
posed once it is wired in place. This elimi 
nated the necessity of rechecking each 
time the form is put on the press to guard 


against transposition, drop-out lines, ete 

Mr. Benson reported that experience 
indicates that ume for making changes on 
small blocks of type can be cut more than 
20 per cent 

Another method developed by Mr 
Benson for holding slugs together utilizes 
an clectric etcher which fuses the slugs to 
gether. This is especially useful in pre 


venting workups.—-R. & E, Codrdinator

Adding Compounds to Printing Inks Requires Care 


® Adding waxes, greases, and oils can create as well as solve difficulties 


@ Pressmen must meet the changing conditions occuring during the press run 


® Achieving an ink that works well under the current usage is the main aim 


In order to secure the results, the print 
er must be able to control the printability 
of his ink. Perhaps he is seeking a scratch 
root surface, a dull surface, a glossy sur 
face, or some other special effect. Perhaps 
he wishes to prevent offsetting, sticking 
crystallizing, hard drying, et To give 
him the necessary control of his ink, com 
ounds are added to the pigment, vehicle 
These compounds are general 
ly waxes, greases, and special oils 

Compounds are used individually or in 


bination The 


com form a basic part of 
the ink as manufactured by the ink house 
However the pressman to meet changing 
conditions or new situations on the job 
must frequently add compounds 

Some of the changing conditions en 
countered may be due to changes in tem 


perature, humidity, atmospheric pressure 
roller conditions, reactions to metals in 
the form, press conditions caused by 
length of run speed ot press roller sct 
tings, friction, stock differentials, et 
IT hu pressman should not that these con 
litions may exist individually or interact 


therefore, of any sub 


The addition

treme care, and with full regard to the 
effect this new substance may have on any 
ind all conditions present during the 
press run 

The pressman cannot afford to treat an 
isolated problem, because under operat 
ing conditions the existence of one prob

prepared, and so creates an entirely new 
set of factors to be considered. Every sub 
stance that he adds to the ink for a spe 
cic purpose reacts also on the other sub 
stances already in the ink. He must give 
pause and consideration to the over-all 
picture 

The pressman usually makes use of the 
common inks which are on hand in pra 
tically every shop. An ink which has been 
standing on the shelf for a certain period 


of time may have internal chemical re 
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actions which do not permit it to give the 
results previously experienced. In a half 
tone ink, this might result in the ink be 
Normal proce 


ure is to add a compound such as cup

however, the danger of the grease coun 
teracting the drying agent in the ink. So, 
while the pressman may have solved the 
problem of eliminating the tackiness from 
the ink, he may be contronted with an ink 
that does not dry proper| 

Common compounds used in the man 
ufacture of a printing ink are wool grease, 


cup grease, carnauba wax, paratiin wax, 


heeswax vaseline tak and cornstarch 
For ] ressroom usc, the §¢ comy ounds 
should never be added to ink in excess of 
an amount of one-half ounce to each 
pound of ink 

Caution should be exercised so that 


only ve small quantities are graduall 


mixed into the ink until the desired ef 
fect 1s achieved, or the maximum of one 
half ounce to each pound of ink is reached 


Failure to reach the desired result at this 


point calls for immediate consultation 
with the ink manufacturer 

Wax compounds in an ink form a film 
over the printed area, and aid in prevent 
ing stickiness. The wax is mixed with an 
oil, such as linseed oil, cottonseed oil, or 
palm oil, so that proper drying may take 
place and the printing appear smooth and 
uniform. Wax cannot be used by itself, 
since it is insoluble and would remain 
suspended in the vehicle in granular form 
If the wax were used without being mixed 
in an oil, the print d area would resemble 
a mottled surface, appearing pebbly and 
broken uj 

Because waxes are used to form films 
over the printed area, they cannot be over 
printed. Other inks will not be able to 
grip or “take” on waxed surfaces. This 
would be a form of crystallization 

Carnauba wax is widely used to pr 
vent sticking. This wax is especially use 
ful on jobs involving overprinting with 
heavy films of ink, or in cases where spe 
cial inks are used. The pressman is not 
called upon to use this compound often, 
since it is used primarily by the ink man 
ufacturer in preparing an ink for special 
conditions 

Paraflin wax is used mainly for the 
prevention of offsetting and sticking. It 


will not form as hard or gritty a film as

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carnauba wax. This compound, too, is 
used primarily by the ink manufacturer 
and not stocked in the pressroom 

Beeswax compound serves two distinct 
purposes. (1) It may be used to prevent 
offset to a moderate degree. (2) Where 
there is a crystallized surface, a formula 
containing beeswax, added to the over 
printing ink, will permit the color to take. 
Such a formula can be concocted by the 
ink house to aid the printing plant faced 
with a crystallization problem. 

In using any of the grease compounds, 
the pressman must bear in mind that their 
addition to an ink may change the con- 
sistency of that ink. The three most com 
mon grease compounds are wool grease, 
cup grease, and vaseline. These three 
compounds are found in practically all 
pressrooms 

Wool grease is primarily used to pre 
vent crystallization. It has a tendency to 
add a certain mellowness (softness) to 
an ink, and will thus help the succeeding 
color to “trap” properly. Trapping is the 
ability of the preceding ink to hold the 
next color down, so that the molecules of 
the succeeding ink adhere more closely to 
the molecules of the preceding ink 

Wool grease may also be used to slow 
up the drying of an ink when necessary 
While wool grease may be considered 
heavy-bodied, and can be used in heavy 
bodied inks (being lighter than the inks 
it is used with) it tends to sofren their 
consistency. It lengthens the consistency 
of a heavy bodic d ink to a de gree 

Cup grease may not only be obtained 
from the ink manufacturer, but in case of 
urgency may be purchased at the local 
gasoline station. This compound is a good 
tack reducer, will help prevent sticking, 
and retard the rapid drying of an ink 
Cup grease has a body very similar ‘to 
butter that has been left on the table at 
room temperature for several hours. It 
is most frequently used to prevent rapid 
drying in medium-bodied inks 

Vaseline is a petroleum jelly, and may 
be bought at local drug stores. It is often 
used to soften a heavy-bodied ink, remove 
excessive tack, and to help retard drying 
Its reaction is quite similar to cup grease, 
and may be used as a substitute for cup 
grease. Vaseline or cup grease may be 
placed in fountains which utilize dividers 
in those areas not inked by the fountain 
ball. The compounds act as a lubricant 
for the composition ductor roller (or syn 
thetics ) touching the uninked portion of 
the fountain ball 

The addition of any of the grease com 
pounds will make the bodies of the inks to 
which they are added more workable. It 
should be clearly understood that while 
the addition of these grease compounds 
affect the body of the ink, they are added 
in such minute proportions that they can 
not be said to effect any marked change in 
body length. Excessive tack results in the 
picking of stock coatings and fibers, and 


the grease compounds are excellent pre 
ventatives of this problem. 

Talc compounds have the ability to add 
a certain amount of “slip” to an ink. They 
are generally used in the ink last down, 
and provide a protective film on the sur 
face of the dried ink which prevents ex 
ternal forces from injuring the finished 
product. They are excellent for use in 
inks where the printed surface will be 
handled roughly or otherwise subjected 
to unusual abuse. Slip prevents rubbing 
of the printed surtace 

Cornstarch compounds are extensively 
used to prevent offset, sticking, and mot 
tling. It has the undesirable character 
istic of filling up halftone screens and 
small type, and so must be mixed into 
inks with extreme caution 

The compounds mentioned in this ar 
ticle are not always sold under their com 
mon names. Practically every printing 
ink manufacturer has his own compounds 
made of the ingredients listed above in 
one form or another. Sometimes they are 
referred to as “workwell compounds, 
jelly or jell,” “no-offset compounds,” or 
numerous others 

They are designed to help the ink 
achieve satisfactory working results. They 
are not meant to be used indiscriminately 
The pressman should be fully aware of 
their working ability and quality, and 
should know just how far he can go with 
them to produce the desired result. Just 
as in purchasing oil for your car, there 
are various grades and prices; there are 
good grades and poorer grades of com 
pounds. The reputation of the ink com 
pany and chemical concern, and the prior 
use to which the compound has been put, 
as well as the results achieved, should be 
the determining factors in the purchase 


of these compounds

Halftone Printing Plates 
Without Metal or Etching 


Methods of making halftone plates for 
letterpress printing without metal or etch 
ing have been sought for nearly three 
quarters of a century 

The Cornerstone, a magazine published 
by Hawthorn Baker, Limited, in the inter 
ests of precision methods of printing, re 
ports that Koch Processes, Limited, Lon 
don, England, have now developed such 
a platemaking process called “Colloblo« 
It is a washout relief technique that is said 
to be simple and rapid 

A printer in England without any exist 
ing process or photographic department 
can install the necessary equipment and 
have inexperienced operators trained by 
Koch Processes for less than $5,000 
There is no license; it is necessary only to 
buy Collobloc foil 

The foil is a paper-backed proprietary 
substance consisting ot a mixture of vari 
ous colloids, prepared in three distinct 
layers, each layer with a specific function 
It is supplied in two thicknesses; that in 
tended for fine screen work is 0.004-inch 
thick and that for coarser rulings is 0.008 
inch thick 

Che original is photographed in a proc 
ess camera through a special Colloblo 
Vignette contact screen, using a conven 
tional process material such as Kodalith 
This takes about ten minutes. Meantime, 
a day's supply of Collobloe foil is chemi 
cally sensitized and dried ready to print 

Several screened negatives can be ex 
posed in a vacuum frame to a sheet of the 
sensitized foil. Exposure to the arc lamp 
is about ten minutes. The exposed foil is 
then transferred in a mangle to a perma 
nent support, usually offset zine or alumi 
num, which is prepared beforehand with 
a coating of special adhesive 

Development next takes place, in hot 
water, for some five minutes. This enables 
the paper backing to be removed and 
Virtually 


no manipulative control is required, and 


processes the printing surface 


when the washout is completed the foil 
on its support is bathed in alcohol to 
harden, and dried. The plate is ready for 
trimming, mounting, and printing 
Colloblocs incorporate their own make 
ready. This is achieved photographically 
by means of the “sandwich” layers, Shad 
ows are raised by about 0.001-inch, The 
plates are reported to have a greater affin 
ity for ink than have the conventional 
printing surfaces and practice has shown 
that 20 per cent less ink may be used 
Runs of 150,000 have been reported 
under test. Successful results have been 
achieved in using Colloblocs for electro 
typing and for stereotyping if cold mold

Issues Call for Workers 

The Government Printing Office has 
issued another call for printer-proof- 
readers, Monotype keyboard, and slug ma- 
chine operators. Entrance pay is $2.93 per 
hour, six per cent is deducted for retire- 
ment benefits, and appointments lead to 
permanent civil service career status 

Printer-proofreaders read proof on all 
forms of type matter and do related work. 
Operators set type for book, job, and spe 
cial printing common to a large plant.

Ammunition Sought by PIA 
For Expected Postal Battle 

Printing Industry of America’s com 
mittee dealing with postal rates is build 
ing up ammunition for use when the 
battle to boost mailing costs gets under 
way again. PIA’s August Bulletin called 
on member firms to report specific ex 
amples showing how increases in any class 
of mail would affect their business or that 
of their customers. This material is needed 
for preparing an authoritative brief for 
use before Congress when and if postal 
legislation again becomes an issue. 

There seems to be little if any doubt 
that a new effort will be made to raise 
rates soon after the 85th Congress con 
venes. November elections may or may 
not change the Senate or House political 
balance of power. Assuming a continuing 
Republican administration, it may be ex 
pected that Postmaster General Summer 
field will continue to set his sights on in 
creasing mailing rates to the point he 
deems necessary. 

The fight against higher rates has 
been postponed, not won,” said George 
V. Rumage, Direct Mail Advertising As 
sociation Managing director, in a message 
to all members. “You may safely assume 
that hearings will be resumed next ses 
sion. Tell your Congressional representa 
tives how increases would hurt you, your 
business and employees. Be specific. Don't 
be against raises per se. Show exactly how

reduced taxes. Your efforts are necessary 
to cancel Summerfield’s pressure tactics 
He won't relax.’ 

Said Harry J. Maginnis, executive 
manager, Associated Third Class Mail 
Users: “H. R. 11380 was the Postmaster 
General's top legislative goal. He has 
worked for enactment of a rate increase 
bill since he assumed office four years ago 
This time he killed his own bill by re 
fusing to recognize the need for a Con 
gressional statement of policy outlining 
the free services performed by his depart 
ment for all the American people. Instead 
of secking $200-million he reached for 
more than twice that amount, an effort 
which was not supported by logic or 
equity. The rate issue will be with us for 
a long time.” 

Said PIA’s Bulletin: “The Senate sub 
committee (which killed the bill) agreed 
in effect with the position PIA has force 





fully taken before Congress in insisting 
that all legislators should understand the 
economic ramifications of the proposed 
increases before taking final action. Co 
operation of our local association man 
agers and numerous individual members 
made it possible for us to accumulate 
specific case histories which supported the 
PIA position that the increases might

In addition to gathering more case his 
tory to strengthen the groundwork of its 
opposition to higher mailing costs, PIA 
executives plan to discuss with repre

(Concluded from page 53) 
tioning and humidity control. Installa 
tion of an air conditioning system can be 
a profitable investment, as many printers 
already have found 

The principal requirement of an air 
conditioning system is that it be able to 
maintain the desired temperature and hu- 
midity with a minimum of variation 
throughout the year 

The system should be flexible. The de 
mand for air in each department depends 
on several factors—the number of work- 
ers, the volume of the room, heat radia- 
tion from machines, and heat losses 
through walls and roof 

If any of these factors is altered, the 
demands for air and heat also are altered. 
Hence, it is advisable to use a system of 
individual units, making it possible for 
each department to increase or decrease 
the number of units in use to compensate 
for changing conditions
